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Dotormluod to preserve onr political Institutions 
In their original parity end rigor, and to kceptfietn 
unadulterated end unimpaired by toreign Influence, 
cither civil or religious, ss well as by homo fketion 
and iioipo doniagugniam ; and believing that an 
American poller, religious, political, and commer¬ 
cial, soceasary tor the attainment of them ends, wo 
shall obaervo and carry uut in practice, the follow¬ 
ing principles: 

1. That tho suffrages of tliu American people 
tor political office*, should not tw given to any 
other than those born on our soil, and roared and 
matured under tho Influence of our Inatltutipua. 

2. That no foreigner ought to be allowed lo ex- 
eredse the dec tiro franchise, till he shall hare re¬ 
sided within the United Slates a auEoioni length 
of lime to enable him to become acquainted with 
the principles and Imbued with the spirit of our 
Institutions, and until he shall hare become tho- 
roughly Identified with the groat Interests of our 
country. 

*. That whilst no obstacle should be interposed 
lo the Immigration of all foreigners of honest end 
Induatriona habit*, and all privileges and iinuunl- 
tiea enjoyed by any nallro-bosn oltlaona of our 
country should be estonded to all suoh Immigrants 
eicept that of participating lo any of our political 


ndadnlatmiotis; yat all legal moana should be 
adopted to obstruct and prevent the Immigration 
of tho vicious and worthless, the criminal and 
panpar. 

4. That tbs American doctrine of religious tol 
oration, and entire abeeooe of all proscription tor 
opinion's sake, should be cherished as one of the 
voir fundamental principles of our oivil freedom, 
sud that any sect or party whloh believes and main 
tolna that any toreign power, reDglous or psllileal, 
haa the right lo oon tool the eonsoience or direct 
the conduct of a freeman, occupies a position which 
to totally at war with the principles ol freedom of 
opinion, and which to mischievous In tto tendency, 
and whloh principle, If carried into practice, would 
prove wholly destructive of our religion and civil 

A. That the Bible In the hands of every free rii- 
Itan to the only permanent hula of all true liberty 
and gaonine equality. 

«. That the intelligence of the people to afcaa- 
eery lo the right use ami the ooounuanoe of our 
liberties, dril and religious; ha nos the propriety 
end importance of the promotion and toetaring of 
all means of moral and Intellectual culture by some 
adequate and permanent provision for general ed 

7. That the doctrine of availability, now so prev¬ 
alent and controlling. In the nomination of candi¬ 
dates tor office, In total dbwegnrd to all principles 
of right, of troth, and of Justice, to essentially 
wrong, and should be by all good men condemned. 

8. Thai, as a general rule, the seme restrictions 
should be proscribed to the eierctoe of the power 
of removal from office, aa era nude necessary la be 
observed In the power of appointment thereto; 
and that eiecutlve Influence and patronage should 
be scrupulously conferred and Jealously guarded. 

•. Tlut the sovereignty of the Htotoa should be 
supreme in the eiereia* of ell power* not express¬ 
ly delegated to the federal government, and which 
may not be necessary and proper to carry out the 
powers so delegated, and tlut tills principle should 
ho observed and bald sacred in all organisations of 
the American party. 

10. That ail sectarian iutormeddling with polities 
or political Institution a, coming from whatever 
source It may, should lie promptly restated by all 
such means ta seem to be necessary and proper tor 
this end. 

11. That whUat tba perpetuity of the prawn< 
form of Ike Mere] government of the Untied 
Htales to actually necessary tor the proper develop 
menl of nil tho r esources of Ihta country, yet the 
prlnegde of non-intervention, both on the part of 
the federal government and of the several Mates 
of the Union. In the monlcfpel affaire of each other, 
to essential to peace end prosperity of oar country, 
and to tho wetohelng and pemuneooo of our imtU- 
tutloua, and at the same fine the only reliable 
bond of brotherhood end union. 

1L The red rrpnldkantom end licentious Indul 
genes In the enjoyment of olvll prfHtowse, are ss 
much lo Ire feared fnd deprecated by all friends 
to well-regulated government and true liberty, ns 
any of the forme of monmrehy and denpottam. 

18. That the true Intervals and wolfiire of this 
country, the honor of this nation, the Individual

Wo shall advocate a repeat of the 
laws of naturalisation, or if that cannot bo ac¬ 
complish od. thou such a modification of those 
laws, as will prevent future imgtigranU from 
becoming citisena, short of a residence oi 
twenty-ouo yearn, afUr taking the oath of alle¬ 
giance to the United States, and of abjurm flaw 
of all other powers, potentates, and princes.
